DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, Pages 2-3, filed February 24, 2004, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1-4 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-4 has been withdrawn. 

Particularly, the applied prior art reference, Jager 733, discloses an electrode structure 
which repels the electrons due to their negative biasing potential, and does not attract/extract 
electrons away form the anode structure as stated in the claims of the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -4 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation of 
an extraction electrode formed on the front substrate on which the anode is formed, the 
extraction electrode being separated from the anode by a predetermined distance and upon 
selective biasing acts to extract electrons away from impinging on the phosphor formed on the 
anode. 

Regarding claim 2, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 2, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
extraction electrodes formed on the front substrate on which the anodes are formed, each 
extraction electrode being separated from each adjacent anode by a predetermined distance, 
the. extraction electrodes being formed in a striped pattern parallel to the anode lines and upon 
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selective biasing act to extract electrons away from impinging on the phosphor formed on the 
anode. 

Regarding claim 3, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 3, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
an extraction electrode formed on the front substrate on which the anode is formed, the 
extraction electrode being separated from the anode by a predetermined distance and upon 
selective biasing acts to extract electrons away from impinging on the phosphor formed on the 
anode. 

Regarding claim 4, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 4, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
extraction electrodes formed on the front substrate on which the anodes are formed, each 
extraction electrode being separated from each adjacent anode by a predetermined distance, 
the extraction electrodes being formed in a striped pattern parallel to the anode lines and upon, 
selective biasing act to extract electrons away from impinging on the phosphor formed on the 
anode.
